draw the mind from the striking scenes 
which everywhere present themselves 
along this rapid river. At Port Jervis, 
where the ice gorge was formed last 
year, we cross a range of the Catskill 
mountains, and then Orange county 
appears,the home of butter and pleuty. 


NOISY NEW YORK

Quiet and 
convenience to business can thus be 
found atthe Westminster. Only two 
blocks back of it on Gramercy Park, in 
a handsome brown-stone front, lives a 
statesman towards whom a large major- 
ity of the conservative people of this 
country are just now looking as 
the right man to bring back 
the genera] government. to 
honest constitutional old-time methods, 
Gov. Tilden. Similar residences sur- 
round the hotel ; and inside you will 
find a proprietor who understands his 
business, und in the office two gentle- 
men Messrs. Wood and Spooner—who 
do not wear big diamonds nor indulge 
in the lofty ways of the hotel clerk of 
the period. 


DR. HALL’S MILLION-DOLLAR CHURCH. 
On Sunday we went up to this fash- 
ionable Fifth avenue church to hear, 
and be it contessed, to see. It is the 
largest. and perhaps the costliest Pres- 
byterian church in the world, costing 
over a million dellars, and all ‘paid tor. 
lt is fine almost beyond description. 
The interior is a perfect oval, and the 
grain of the light wood is not concealed 
by paint. There are no dark tints, and 
yet there is nothing gaudy or glaring. 
Ail is quiet, harmonious and cheerful 
in the vast sweep of the exceedingly 
appropriateintenior. The church cost 
a vast sum, but Ican see no harm in 
the expenditure. It is surrounded by 
palaces. Its members live in palaces 
and do business in palaces. Should

Ferry, and it was found necessary to 
amputate the leg about half way from 
the knee tothe foot.

Col, Austin M. Standish, chief of

lanta, where he was captured. 
wounds bave prevented his walking, 
and he has been confined in a northern 
ospital, denominated the “Jeff Davis” 
ion county, Ohio. He has writ- 

po repeatedly, and so have the other 

risoners, but no reply ever comes 
om. He says the keeper of the hos- 
sit Stringer—is interested . in 

eeping them there, and destroys their 
letters. The keeper gets $2.00 a week 
for every prisoner,—and they are kept 
as prisoners—allowed no communica- 
tion with the outer world, and literally 
isolated by their keeper from human 
sympathy.

Me Marries Half a Dozen Women ip 
Malf that Many Years, but 
Finally Comes to Grief 
and Handcaffs.

For a hard-visaged and tough-looking 
individual, one G. H. Parton, with half 
a dozen aliases, is the most talented 


and} person im the art of’captaring wives 


and ; ges other..people’s _money 
that has petaed this way for a long 
time. The man went through er" 
day on his way from Shelbyville, n., 
where he was captured last Saturday 
night. He was in irons, and under 
charge of Capt. William Surls, of, Min- 
den, Webster Parish, La. ‘This gentle- 
man has been victiinized to the extent 
of about $1,000, and his only prospect 
to get even is to bring the slippery 
Parton to justice. From all that can 
be gathered of Parton, or whatever else 
his name may be, he possesses a glib 
tongue and is a cunning scoundrel in 
the truest sense of the term. His ca 
reer cannot be traced beyond a period 
of three years past; yet in that 
time he is known to have mar- 
ried at least an _ average of a 
wife a year, and cheated various 
poral out of seyeral thousand dollars. 
exploits are known, but how 
many more vain tricks have been his 
is not known. The first our informant 
heard uf Parton he figured at New Mad- 
rid, Mo., as a sewing machine agent, in 
1873. He isa man apperen iy thirty- 
five years ofage. W operating at 
New Madrid he was known as G..W. 
Wilson, He sel:  sewi machines, 
married a wife, and made numerous 
debts at Madrid. Leaving the debts 
and the wife, he shook the Madrid dust 
from his heeis and repaired to Helena, 
Ark. Here he married another wife 
and made more debts, again figuring as 
asewing machine agent. Leaving a 
number of sufferers and his wife in the 
lurch, he next repaired to Little Rock, 
Ark. This was in 1874. Here he pre- 
sented a powerful letter of indorsement 
from Judge Bennett, of the Arkan- 
sas supreme court, to Mr. Ald- 
ridge, the Howe .sewing machine 
avent at that place. With such backin 
Wilson, with his wives, aliases an 
debts—the latter all ignored, of course 
—found no trouble in being placed on 
a footing for further active operations 
in the line of credit, of wife getting and 
making debts. The record does not 
state whether or not he married a wife 
at the Rock, but one fine morning he 
turned upgmissing, and Mr. Aldridge 
was minus a pair of horses, a fine spring 
wagon and two new sewing machines, 

Wilson was next heard of as a sewiny 
machine operator at Minden, La.,where 
he appeared about six months since. 
Soon aiter his arrival there he won the 
affections of a charming little well-to-do 
widow, of not oyer twenty years. Asa 
natural result, he married that widow, 
and in due time he-had euchred nu- 
merous citizens out of something like 
$2,000, among others Capt. Surls was 
victimized to the amount of $1,000, as 
before stated. 

How Wilson, alias Parton (the last is 
the name he used at Minden), conld 
tear himself away from a pretty 
little widow, with surplus cash on 
hand, isa mystery. Perhaps the history 
of former misdeeds was about to leak 
out. Atali events, Parton, alias Wil- 
son, made tracks, leaving behind nu- 
merous sufferers and a wife as related. 
After his disappearance, Capt. Surls, 
who is a pleasant gentleman of culture 
and refinement, ruminated over the 
swindler’s doings, decided to checkmate 
the fellow if possible. He learned of 
Parton’s whereabouts, repaired at once 
to Nashville, provided with @ requisi- 
tion from the governors of Louisiana 
and Tennessee, and followed on to 
Shelbyville, where he learned that Par- 
ton had again established himself in 
the sewing-machine business, and was 
again about to marry a wife. Thetrap 
was sprung upon him late Satur. 
day night last, as before stated, 
aud Parton’s engagement to 
attend church next day with the lady 
of his heart was kuocked away. The 
captured culprit was placed in irons, 
and as he came through the city yes- 
terday he appeared to be in a gruff hu- 
mor, at least, as he rested in the station 
house for a few hours, while Captain 
Surls circulated about town, to hear of 
how his man had carried on during the 
period above described. When the 
couple departed on the train for Arkan- 
sas, yesterday afternoon. Surls was 
heard to remark that, if possible, he 
was anxious to keep Parton from mar- 
rying another wife for a period; also,

Its last spe- 
cial says the Blaine enthusiasm is in- 
creasing hourly, and it is now gener- 
ally conceded that if his health con- 
tinues to improve he will be nominated 
with a whirl en the second ballot and 
possibly on the first. There is a scene 
of great excitement at the Blaine head- 
quarters this afternoon, as the news of 
the accession of strength from the vari- 
ous state delegations is read, while a 
large throng headed by Asa Hutchin- 
son, of the Asa Hutchinson family, ar: 
singing Blaine campaign songs, shout- 
ing and throwing up hats amidst the 
wildest enthusiasm. A big Blaine 
meeting is to be held to-night. 

CINCINNATI, June 13.—As soon as 
breakfast was over, politicians com- 
menced crowding the Burnett House 
~-Blaine headquarters. The difference 
of feeling between last night and this 
morning is marked. There is a gen- 
eral appearance of confidence of 
Biaine’s nomination on the third or 
fourth ballot. They worked assidu- 
ously during the morning to unify 
some of the important delegations. 
The one hammered at hardest 
was Illinois. made a strong 
Blaine speech to the Illinois delegation, 
saving that the men who sought to de- 
stroy the union by arms were now en- 
deavoring to kill offthe men who savea 
the union.

FULL PARTICULARS OF THE 
GRANTVILLE SUICIDE. 


Farewell Letter Written by Moeen- 


GRANTVILLE, Ga., June 12th, 1876, 


Editors Constitution:—The sad and 
tragicdeath of Mr. F F Johnson that occurred 
in our town last Friday morning, and of which 
you have already heard, has been the excite- 
ment and general topic of conversation among 
our people ever since. 

4 more shdden or profound gloom was never 
cast u on any community than upon ours when 
the pews spread that Mr Johuson had suicided, 
that he had hung himseif, and in his own

At first no one could believe it until they went 
an i saw for themse:ives, and even while stand- 
ing there looking with their own eyes upon the 
corpse which the day before was activea nd yig- 
orous in life, and seeing the rope suspended 
with which the fataPact was committed, could 
Dut tremble andexclaim, *“‘Really this cannot 
be true!"’ look again and depart, still almost 
doubting. 

HIS LIFB. 


Mr. Felix Johnson, as he was commonly cail- 
ed, was woo well known by many of 
your readers to require 
tion _—icof his life nere. 
have been forty years old the 29th dy 
month, ani up to his awful death had lived an 
exemplary lite. His father being ungbie to help 
him, ne was in early life thrown upon his own 
resources, apd by nis own exertions gave him- 
self a good education. The most of his life has 
been spent iugschool teaching,in which field he 
not only made money buta most enviable rep- 
utation Being naturally a delicate man, his 
constitution failed him in the school-room, ‘and 
forced bim to abandon it. Some two years ago 
he entered into the mercantile bu-inessin this 
mgs oe cautious, prudent and growive

Strictly ho:.es he al 
ways met his bills promptly, and paver ‘allowed 
himself or business to suffer pecuniary embar- 
rassments.

The issue taken upon a full hearing with all 
the facts before the court presents a different 
question. 

The executive branch of the government, for 
the efficient action and practical workings of 
that department, involves the entire co opera- 
tion of e different branches of service embrac- 
ed in the ‘ion of the state connected with 
that pay ont Of these, the treasurer's 
oftice may be regarded as nextin importance to 
the governor. For upon the’ prompt 
discharge of the treasurer’s duties, depends the 
whole m>vemements of the civil service, and 
the question, preseited upon this part Of tue 
case is Has the judicia! department of the 
government the power or the right to take from 
the daily accruing duties of his office under 
the command of the goyernor this important 
officer and to coufine him in prison until these 
warrants are paid. 

The court's opinion 1s that no such power falls 
within the duties or competency of the judicial 
department in the case where both the gover- 
nor and treasurer ere ac ting in harmony in op- 
posing its exercise as will be seen in the further 
iscussion of the subject. 

In the case of a mere ministerial act, it might be 
otherwise especially if no resistance came from 
the other depariments of the government, but 
without discussiug this further. 

In this case, the other departments of the 
government have actually taken charge of the 
payment or non piyment of these drafts. 

On the 2th of August, A D 1,72, as wiil beseen 
by reference to the pamphlet co os of the laws of 
1872, page 523, the general assem and 
the governor approved a joint coe on, direct- 
ing the treasurer not to pay one of these war- 
rants, that is the warrant for $6,914 35 issued to 
H G Cole, dated 7th December, 1871. And that 
during the same session a similar resolution was 
passed, which received the goyernor’s — 
on the 26th of August, 1871.
